Faulkner Tells of Meeting Parkin in 
Winnipeg Station Several Weeks Agu 
—Latter Wanted to Get Syndicate 
Stock as Speculation—Said Oi) Mills 
Were Gushing In the North. Y

Winnipeg, May 3.—The evidence 
of Faulkner ui the commission — this 
morning wks among the most sensa- 
tional that has yet been given here. 
While it did not bring out anything 
direct to assis: in reaching a conclu- 
sion on the co.sposition of the Water- 
ways Company, there were many fea- 
tures which threw interesting side- 
lights on the transaction of the com- 
panies. Fauikner told what he could 
of the peculiar manner in which he 
mé¢t Parkin several weeks ago in Win- 
nipeg, and che subsequent efforts to 
purchase the syndicate’s interests in 
this city. Faulkner stated what he 
was doing in the railway station in 
Winnipeg, talking to Mrs. McKillop, 
of Calgary, and Mrs. Bowen, who were 
here as guests. when he saw himself 
being watched by Perkin. He re- 
cognized his face, having once met 
him in Edmonton, and after the ladies 
had departed he was addressed by 
Parkin, The satter told him he was 
putting East Calgary, a sub-division 
of the C.N.R., on the market and was 
representing ihe Eastern Trust Com- 
pany. He said he would like to get 
the syndicate shares, as large oil wells 
ere guabing there of which the pub- 
lic did not know and there was gamb- 
ling going on in the stock. The wit- 
ness introduced Parkin ‘to Emerson, 
the syndicate -ecretary, and he secur- 
ed an option en Parson’s shares for 
$3,090 and on Woodman’s for $10,000, 
Parkin gave him a cheque and he 
gent it to the bank with in 
structions to wire Calgary and if it was 
good then for {ne'bank to pay the wit- 
ness cheques fo, the options, but not 
till then. Witness said he had waited 
to be served with a subpoena and 
eventually, when he left for Minnea- 
polis, left his address here. Another 
interesting statement of the witness 
was that Clarke, who ‘bought, his 
shares last November for $1,000, had 
endorsed his note for $500, but it was 
refused for discount after wiring Kan- 
sas City, where the endorsed note was 
not acceptable. He said that he met 
Clarke on the way to Edmonton in 
St. Paul last iall and he introduced 
him to the witness’ associate. Clarke 
wished to have a draft cashed and 
wanted old ois, The reason given 
was that Olarke wanted old bills so 
they could no® be tracel,

Bennett, secured the address of the 
man who put through this _tnansac- 
tion for Clarke, and he will likely be 
summoned. Faulkner, in his evi- 
dence, insinuated that Minty had to 
some extent aouble-crossed the syn- 
dicate in the interests of Clarke, by 
telling the syndicaie that their char- 
ter was oi no benefit and they could 
obtain no govirnment assistance on 
it. 

Bennett pressed the witness strong- 
ly as to who were the political parties 
that Cornwall wished to have an in- 
terest, but could get no definite in- 
formaticvu. ‘ 

“What was Cornwall's attitude 
when syndicate gave the option?” 

“He was very favorably disposed 
to the Clarkes and wished them to 
get all the assistance he could,” 

Bennett then took up the efforts of 
the witness to get assistance early in 
1907 from the Alberta government. 
Cornwall represented: friendly  rela-

OTHER CANADIAN CITIES GIVE 
GENEROUS AID TO HOSPITALS 


City Commissioner Has Obtained | nformation Concerning Support Ac- 


corded Public Hospitals in Seven Canadian and American Cities— 
Original Outlay Ranges From $200,000 to $1,000,000—Edmonton Needs 


$175,000 More. 


If the City Council and ratepayers are 
influenced by the course cf other cities 
in their attitude toward the application 
of the Public Hospital Board for an ad- 
ditional appropriation of $175,000 to- 
ward the erection of a new building, 
they will vote the sum required to give 
Edmonton an institution worthy of the 
city’s standing among Canadian centrés. 

Commissioner Butehart has ob/ained 
information from various Canadian and 
American cities ccncerning their hoepi- 
tals. This information deals with the 
initial outlay and the cost of mainten- 
ance. The Commissiontr secured the 
data by submitting a series of questions 
to the municipal authorities in each 
of the various cities. Eleven cities were 
communicated with, including Vancouv- 
er, Calgary, Brandun, Winnipeg, Hamil- 
ten, Toronto, London, St. Paul, Roches- 
ter, Ne Y., Cleveland and Buffalo. Right 
of these responded. 


In seven of these there are pwhlic hos- 
ita!s to which the city corporation con- 
tributed sums ranging from $200,000 to 
$1,000,000, for site and buildings. Hx- 
cept in one case the municipality con- 
tributes annually, the sums varying be- 
tween 25 and 5@ cents per capita, per 
hospital day. 


When the commission resumed 
this morning Mr, Johnstone gontinu- 
ed the exaiuination of Faulkner.

Hamilton, Ont., has a purely munici- 
pal hospital. It assumes the entire fi- 
nancial responsibility of the institution, 
the annual outley being the difference 
between the receipts from paying pa- 
tients, and the gross oullay. This costs 
the city an average of between $85,000 
and $40,000 annually. 

Cleveland, Ohie, voted $1,000,000 
ward the site and buildings of its hospi- 
tal. Calgary authorized an outlay of 
$210,000 for the same purpose, this sum 
including $75,000 paid for the site and 
building of the old hospital, Buffalo, 
N. Y., has no hospital of its own, the 
city contributing to a number of private 
institutions. 

In each city where there are public 
hospitals the municipality has represen- 
tation on the Hospital Board. 
has already voted $50,000 
toward the erection of a new public hos- 

pital, but the Board has found this sum 

is entirely inadequate for the building 
of a hospital which will meet the re- 
gvirements of the city.

block this year,” said one official, 
“Our own development department 
will break 20,000 acres of absentee 
owners, and the balance will be brok- 
en‘ by the people of the land.” 

Two years ago the land broken in 
this district was only 4,000 acres. Last 
year it was 16,000 acres. . '

TAFT WAS BUSY. 
Art, Baseball and Foreign Affairs Di- 
. vide His A on. 


Pittsburg, Pa., May 2—As an elo- 
quent pleader in the cause of universai 
peace, as 4 baseball fan and as a pa- 
tron of art and literature, President 
Tait today gave Pittsburg a a 
of his infinite varicty. In the morning 
at the Carnegie institute he extolled 
the fine arts and deplored the de- 
velopment of Americans on the aes- 
thetic side. In the forenoon he ap- 
viauded impartially the plays of the 

ittsburg and Chicago players on the 
Forbes field, and he wound up the 
evening with one of the most striking 
addresses he has delivered since he en- 
tered his high office, endorsing every 
act of Secretary of State Knox in the 
Zeelaya affair, Central American rela- 
tions, the Chinese loans and the rail- 
road negotiations with Japan. In a 
broad review of foreign affairs he as- 
serted the Monroe doctrine, stated the 
policy the open door and gave his 
endorsetnent to Knox's peace plan 
through a court of arbitration at the 
Hague.

STRINGENT LAWS. 
FORTHERAILWAYS 


Conservation Commission Would 
Hold Them Accountable For 
Fires. 


* 
_ Ottawa, May 5.—An important meet- 
ing of the forestry committee of the 
Commission ot, Conservation, to con 
sider the peng of fires set by rail- 
way®, was he’ ere yesterday after- 
noo The following members of the 
comunittee were in attendance; Hon, 
Clifford Sifton ychairman), Senator W, 
C. Edwards (chairman of the forestry 
committee), Hon, F. L, Hagaard (pre- 
mier Prince tdward Island), Hon. W. 
C. H. Grimmer (surveyor general. of 
New Brunswick), Mr, Frank David- 
son and Mr. B. BE. Fernow. Recom- 
mendations were made that the follow- 

ing sections be added to clause 2,973 
of the Railway Act; 

“In addition to the foregoing provi- 
sions and many other provisions of 
application thereto, and without 
affecting or ‘mpairing the game, or 
any of them, it is hereby further de- 
elared— 

“(ly For each and every case in 
which firee are started by sparks from 
railway locom >tives, ane either being 
outside of the right of way ox which 
spreads therefrom to adjoining Jand, 
the company which is operating the 
railway at the time when the fire is 
started aforesaid, shall be liable to a 
fine of one thousand dollars, to be 
recovered by summary prosecution 
before a stipendiary magistrate or 
two justices of the peace. Provided 
that it shall be a sufficient defenee 
against any such prosecution if it be 
shown by the railway company 

(ist) That the comapny has used 
upon its locowotive the best available 
modern appliance for the purpose of 
preventing sparks 

“(@nd) That no negligence has been 
éhown by the engineer or fireman of 
the locomotive or any other servant 
of the company conducing to the 
starting or spreading of fire; 

“($rd) That the company has main- 
tained an efficient staff of fire rangers, 
properly equipped with all suitable 
appliances for fighting fires, and pro- 
per and efficient means of travellin 
from place to piace along the line o 
| railway, and that the said staff has 
been prompt and diligent in taking 
all possible means to prevent the fire 
from spreading.’ 

The coramitter further recommended 
that the act tespecting government 
railways be wmended to provide: 

“) That government railways 
maintain am «tfettive staff of fire rang- 
ers, properly cquipped with all sult- 
able appliances for fighting _ fires, 
and proper and efficient methods of 
travelling from place to place along 
the line of rai.way,. and (2) that gov- 
ernment railways shal! provide free 
transportation for all provincial fire 
euardiana, especially certified as 
such, while travelling in discharge of 
their official duties,” 

It was also recommended that the 
committee again prese wpon the atten- 
tion of the government of the Domin- 
ion the desirubility of taking imme- 
diate action 10 form a_ reserve of 
forest land, on the east slope of the 
Rocky Mountains and afford efficient 
fire protection for same

Flo Never Saw Queen. 

Then it got to be a common talk; 
everybody soon spoke of the couple as 
“Lord and Lady Flo.” The English- 
man continued to raise cattle and ship 
them to Cansda and sell them for a 
good price, and accompanied by his 
black companion he made regular 
trips to E) Paso. He never denied the 
statements of the negress that she was 
his wife and she made purchases at 
the stores and charged them to Lord 


Beresford, who always settled the 
bills promptly. No more letters pass- 
ed between the Englishman and_ his 


family back in England than before 
the disclosure of his identity, how- 
ever, and “Lady Flo” never made her 
trip to see the Queen, 

In 1907, early in the spring, Lord 
Delaval Beresford took a trainload of 
cattle to Canada to the market. Re- 
turning from the Canadian market the 
train on which he was a passenger 
went into mourning and proceeded to

The body 
had been ordered shipped home and 
the lawyer was directed to take charge 
‘of the estate in the name of the sur- 
viving relatives. A will was prodnerd 
‘by. the El Paso attorney who had done 
the legal business for the dead man. 
and it left the entire estate to “my

The will was offered for probate in 
EF! Paso county, also in the courts of 
the State of Chihuahua, Mexico, but 
there was a protest filed by counsel 
engaged by “Lady Flo.”’ Statements 
were given to the newspapers that

. Beresford she could prove that ahe was 
his common law wife. Hadn't every- 


body recognized her as the wife of the

REPORT OF SWINE COMMISSION. 


The report of the commission sent last 
year by the Dominion Government to 
Europe to study the swine rearing in- 
dustry has been issued. It consists of 
a pamphlet of siaty pages of printed 
matter and a large number of striking 
illustrations, 

The countries visjted were Engiand, 
Scotland, Ireland, Denmark and Hol- 
land. Denmark and Ireland, being the 
strongest competitors of Canada in the 
British market, received most attention, 
The report describes clearly how the 
hogs are bred and reared, and the va- 
rious steps taken to develop the export 
bacen trade. The far famed co-operative 
system, as applied by the Danes to the 
breeding and rearing of the swine, the 
packing and marking, is fully described. 
Co-operative feed buying, which involves 
the purchase of over six hundred million 
pounds of grain, oil cake, etc,, a year, 
is fully dealt with. 

A valuable feature of the report is 
the attention given to the methods fol- 
lowed in the different countries for 
maintaining harmony between packers 
and farmers, and the securing of a uni- 
form supply of hogs. Co-operation, not 
only between farmers, but betwren pack- 
ers and farmers, is credited with excel- 
lent results, This is especially true in 
England in bacon curing vicinities. 

After dealing with the various phages 
of production in the different countries, 
a chapter is devoted to the English ba- 
con trade and another to lessons for 
Canadian farmers and packers, The re- 
port is comprehensive and practical, and 
therefore of value to every swine raiper 
in Canada.

Ottawa Journal—In Toronto, in 
Winnipeg, and in Montreal within the 
past six months large money bylaws 
have been voted upon ‘by the people, 
and carried, the total vote recorded in 
cach city amounting to less than five 
per cent, of the yoters on the List. 
In Toronto two-thirds of a million 
dollars was voted recently, only one 
per cent, of the men on the civic vot 
ing list going to the trouble of re- 
eording their votes, 

It is true that such apathy repro: 
sents a certain spirit among the vot 
crs of content with “‘things as they 
are.”” In times of civic trouble, when 
the advisabitity of some course of ac- 
tion is mot clear, the total vote polled 
increases to respectable , proportions. 
For instance, in Boston recently, 
| over eighty-five per cent. of the total 
the sick, the dead and the absentees 
accounting for a large share of the 
unpolled vote.
